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VBT Board votes 5-2 for 
Greg Laurain as new 
Public Safety Director

On Tuesday, the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees voted 5-2 to approve 
Supervisor Linda Combs’ appointment of 
interim Public Safety Director Gregory 
Laurain as full-fledged Public Safety 
Director. 

Voting no were Trustees Brenda 
McClanahan and Reggie Miller. Trustee 
McClanahan read a prepared statement 
saying this was not about Laurain, but 
about the process used to select a new 
public safety director. 

She said she was in favor of posting 
the position and accepting resumes and 
interviewing before the selection is made. 
She also said it was an unsound practice 
to rewrite the job description to suit the 
candidate, as they have done for Laurain, 
substituting experience for education. 

Laurain does not have a bachelor’s degree 
and McClanahan criticized the township 
for not promoting college degrees with an 
established program. 

She said the process in the past was 
done by elected officials who were mostly 
uneducated. 

Trustee Miller said she agreed with many 
of McClanahan’s points and disagreed 
with some. She said her problem was the 
amount of money being paid. 

“We should be looking at this budget 
hard,” Miller said, adding Laurain was 
a “fine, upstanding man who’s done an 
upstanding job. It’s about dollars.” 

Captain Laurain, 54, has been serving as 
Public Safety Director since just after Carl 
McClanahan resigned on Jan. 25. Laurain 
was first hired as a VBT police officer in 
the fall of 1982, having started as a Reserve 
officer in 1981. 

Under the terms of the at-will position, 
Laurain will get a base wage of $97,000. As 
captain, he earned $104,807.87 base wage 
in 2012 and received total compensation

Belleville Planners give 
final site plan approval 
to Davenport strip mall

After about an hour of discussion at its 
July 11 meeting, the Belleville Planning 
Commission granted final site plan approval 
to the Davenport Brothers’ proposed strip 
mall at 164 E. Columbia Ave. 

Now the construction can begin in 
earnest. 

The request for site plan review was 
signed by Steve Davenport, who estimated 
an October, 2013 completion date. 

This vacant property was the former 
site of the Amerman Lumber Yard and 
part of South Liberty Street ran through 
the property. The city council recently 
abandoned that part of the street so the 
Davenport project could proceed. 

The property had been zoned Industrial- 
1, but the recent Clearzoning project that 
updated the zoning ordinances rezoned the

of $136,348.32, not counting the police 
vehicle he drove that included gas, 
insurance, and maintenance. 

Director Carl McClanahan (husband of 
Trustee McClanahan) earned $92,818.29 
base pay in 2012 and received total 
compensation of $104,710.44, not counting 
his vehicle. 

In a June 26 seven-page memo to the 
board, Supervisor Combs said Laurain 
had numerous considerations to confront 
“including a freezing of his MERS pension. 
Additionally, although fully vested, he 
would forego a 2.5 multiplier and would 
cap his salary at 76%, instead of the 80% 
he would have received if he waited to 
retire as captain.” 

Because Laurain continued to be paid as 
a captain since January, and the township 
didn’t pay a Public Safety Director wage 
to anyone, Combs said the township had 
more flexibility to set Laurain’s salary at 
$97,000. 

The township board went into closed-door 
session on Monday after its work/study 
meeting. The Michigan Open Meetings 
Act section referred to as allowing this 
closed-door session was MCL 15.268, Sec. 
8 (f) which refers to a closed-door session 
if requested by the applicant for a public 
job for the board to review the application. 
The law states that all interviews for such 
public jobs need to be in public. 

Combs said Laurain had requested the 
closed-door session, but was not present 
for the session. 

Resident John Delaney said on Tuesday 
that he has filed an Open Meetings Act 
violation against the board since, he said, 
board members did not have a black and 
white copy of Laurain’s resume in hand at 
that meeting, as required by the Act. 

Laurain attended special FBI training 
offered in Quantico, VA, after being 
nominated for the honor by former Public 
Safety Director Christopher Elg. 

Laurain has been a member of the 
Western Wayne County Special Operations 
Team (SWAT) for the past 26 years and 
commander for the past 10 years. He also 
was a leader of the VBT Police Honor 
Guard, which was formed in 2006 and 
recently returned from a presentation in 
Washington, D.C. 

Laurain served as interim public safety 
director, alongside now retired Ken Brooks, 
in the periods between the terms of Director 
Mark Perkins, Director Christopher Elg, 
Director Jerry Champagne, and this year 
Director McClanahan, who was appointed 
to the position in 2009 on a 4-3 vote. 

On Nov. 11, 2009, Laurain and three 
other police officers (Ken Brooks, Dennis 
Brooks, and Ken Floro) filed a civil rights 
law suit against the township in federal 
district court, claiming they were not 


named public safety director to fill the 
vacancy after Jerry Champagne was fired 
because they are white and Supervisor Paul 
White wanted an African-American 

in the post. 

The suit by the four claimed each of the 
four officers sustained “a loss of earnings, 
earning capacity and fringe benefits and 
has suffered mental anguish, physical 
and emotional distress, humiliation and 
embarrassment and loss of professional 
reputation.” 

Former Director Champagne also had 
sued after he was fired, on a similar claim 
that Supervisor White wanted a black man 
in his post. In March of 2010 Champagne 
got a settlement of $475,500. 

On Jan. 19, 2011, Laurain and the 
other three VBT police officers accepted 
$25,000 each as out-of-court settlements 
of their civil rights claims. Of that the 
township paid its $75,000 deductible and 
its insurance company, MMRMA, paid the 
balance of $25,000. 

Delaney said a person who wanted to 
apply for the public safety position now 
has indicated he, too, will file a lawsuit 
against the township, as the others have in 
the past.

property to B-1 so Davenports wouldn’t 
have to seek rezoning of the property. 

Local architect Wayne Hoppe presented 
the plans for the 14,980 square foot 
Columbia Avenue Retail Center to the 
planning commission. 

“It’s a nice, high-end kind of upscale 
mall,” Hoppe said, noting that there will 
be an exit only drive across Columbia from 
Madeline Street. Light poles will be like 
those in downtown Belleville, he said. 

Parking will be in two rows in the front 
and on the side, with a loading area in the 
back with employee parking. Also in back, 
along the railroad, will be the storm water 
detention ponds, about 2’ in depth. 

The highest façade is 18’ tall on the one- 
story building, which has tower at the west 
end as an aesthetic addition. 

There are nine units, with each one having 
an individual character. There is space at 
each end of the mall for additional small 
buildings, if business is good, Hoppe said. 

When asked if the parking couldn’t 
be put in the back and the building put 
closer to Columbia, Hoppe said they are 
in negotiation with proposed tenants and, 
“Let’s face it. It’s a strip mall.” He said the 
tenants want parking in front. 

Jill Bahm, the commission’s planning 
consultant from Clearzoning, asked if 
they considered back entrances to the 
businesses. 

Hoppe said that was considered, but with 
the railroad behind the strip, they couldn’t

see back entrances. One of the problems is 
with sound attenuation, which they will put 
on all of the southern wall. 

“Its an issue we have to deal with,” 
Hoppe said. 

There was a question of the fencing 
height, with everyone agreeing the lady 
on the west side of the development would 
like a higher fence as a buffer. 

Commissioner Henry Kurczewski had 
concerns about snow removal, a far-off 
handicapped access parking space, and 
traffic on E. Columbia. 


Mark Gaworecki, the commission’s 
consultant from Hennessey Engineers, 
is the project manager. He said all the 
engineering items have been worked out 
and he recommended approval of the site 
plan. 

Planning consultant Bahm did not 
recommend site plan approval in her letter 
of June 11, but by the time of the July 11 
meeting the re-zoning and street vacation 
were complete and the other concerns were 
no longer problems.

Planning Commissioner John Juriga said 
he would like to have comments from the 
police chief and fire chief. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said all the 
department heads were sent a memo asking 
for comment and, to her, “No response is no 
concerns.” 

“If we can take the time, they can take the 
time,” Juriga said of the chiefs. 

Commissioner Mike Renaud agreed that 
the commission should have a fire report, 
the way former Commissioner and fireman 
Jesse Marcotte used to do. 

Hoppe said that an interested tenant is 
interested in having a restaurant and that is 
not allowed in the B-1 zoning, which the site 
recently got. 

Bahn agreed a restaurant is not allowed in 
B-1, only B-2 and I-1 zoning districts. 

Commission chairman Steve Jones said 
B-1 was supposed to encompass everything 
for the mall. 

Renaud agreed he thought B-1 would allow 
everything in a mall. 

“It’s a mistake and omission,” Jones said. 
“We need to get that in the works to change 
it.” 

The commission later set an Aug. 8 public 
hearing for the zoning amendment to put 
restaurants in B-1 zoning. With all the steps 
necessary to change the zoning ordinance, 
Kollmeyer said it would take about two 
months. 

“I think everyone supports this,” Juriga 
said referring to the project. 

“The general comment from the city

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After being arraigned on the information 
for an April 5 break-in at 10914 Buchanan 
and evidence recovered through a search of 
his home at 10958 Oak Lane conducted by 
VBT Sgt. Charles Bazzy, Baker stood mute 
and a Not Guilty plea was entered. 

Prior to the arraignment Baker’s attorney 
James McGinnis, Assistant Prosecutor 
Danielle Russo and Judge Mark T. Slavens 
had a conference in Judge Slaven’s 
chambers. When the conference was 
finished, McGinnis spoke briefly to Baker 
in a holding section of the courtroom. 
Baker signed some forms and details for a 
plea agreement followed. 

The 2™ Degree Home Invasion at 41408 
Coolidge on April 12, and the Breaking and 
Entering with Attempted 2" Degree Home 
Invasion at 11130 Van Buren on March 25 
would be dismissed for guilty pleas to the 
other 3 cases. 

Judge Slavens said restitution is reserved 
in all five cases. 

Baker was sworn in and Judge Slavens 
asked him how old he was and how far he 
had gotten with his education. Very quietly 
Baker answered he was 17 and had finished 
10" grade. 

Judge Slavens asked Prosecutor Russo 
to read through the plea agreement on the 
other three cases. Then he asked Russo to 
review the facts in each case on the record 
for Baker to state his plea. 

Baker pleaded guilty as charged to 
breaking and entering, stealing property 
and stealing a firearm, on March 15 at 
3:27 p.m. at 10637 Jackson in Van Buren 
Township. The penalty for 1* Degree 
Home Invasion is 2 to 20 years and 2 years 
mandatory for felony firearms. Restitution 
is to be paid to James Laine. 

Baker also pleaded guilty to breaking 
and entering, stealing property and stealing 
a firearm, on April 5 at 10 a.m. at 10914 
Buchanan in VBT. The penalty for 1* 
Degree Home Invasion is 2 to 20 years to 
be run consecutively, plus an additional 2 
years for felony firearms. Restitution is to 
be paid to Richard Jr. and Janine Labo. 

Additional charges of larceny of $1,000 
or more but less than $20,000, stealing 
firearms, receiving and concealing firearms 
were dismissed as part of the agreement. 

Baker pleaded guilty as charged to 
breaking and entering and stealing property 
on Feb. 19 at 10991 Buchanan The penalty 
for 2"! Degree Home Invasion is 2 to 15 
years to be run consecutively. Restitution 
is to be paid to Michelle Solak. 

Baker was arrested on April 12 on 
14 charges, after a investigation led 
by Detective Officer Derek Perez into 
five home invasions in the Haggerty 
Subdivision. 

Baker’s grandmother and other family 
members were in court. 

Baker will be sentenced on July 25. 

All five break-ins were in Haggerty 
Subdivision during daytime hours. Baker 
traveled on foot from his nearby Oak Lane 
apartment to access the homes.

Court Watching: 
Belleville area resident 


sentenced to probation, 
to pay nearly $20,000 


A Belleville woman who admits committing 
fraud while working at the Department of 
Human Services, Michigan’s welfare agency, 
has been sentenced to five years of probation 
and ordered to pay nearly $20,000. 

Dawn Simmons, 46, pleaded guilty May 15 
to two charges: one count of false pretenses 
($1,000-$20,000) and one count of fraudulent 
access to a computer, both five-year felonies. 

She was sentenced on June 26 by Judge Archie 
C. Brown in Washtenaw County’s 22" Circcuit 
Court. As part of the plea agreement, Simmons 
is required to pay $19,832.74 in restitution to 
the state. 

The Michigan Attorney General’s Office said 
from September 2009 through February 2012, 
Simmons abused her position as an eligibility 
specialist to process false claims in her brother’s 
name, who she listed as a resident at her home 
address. Investigation revealed the brother 
never lived at the address. 

Simmons filed the claims on co-workers’ 
computers without their knowledge after 
logging in with their usernames and passwords. 
She used the money collected to pay rent and 
utilities at her apartment. 

She was placed on unpaid leave following the 
filing of criminal charges on Dec. 12, 2012.
